I was about 12 
then and steeped in books with 
Forrest as my hero and with a 
mighty distaste for Jefferson Da- 
vis and Braxton Bragg. 


We were friends, the old man - 


and I, I do not recall any feel- 
ing on my part that it was not 
natural for us to go wandering 
about the slopes of the ridge 
hunting “minnie” balls and old 
pieces of artillery shells turned 
up by the Summer rains. 


We'd find old trenches and gun 
emplacements, thinned out and 
overgrown, Now and then he 
would get down in them and 
point his stick over’the edge and 
relive the battles. He had 


fought there, he said, as a foot ° 


soldier, being detached for a 
time from Forrest. I did not 
know enough to ask the proper 
questions. 


The War 


I can see the old man yet, 
crouching there in the leaf- 
filled trench, looking fiercely 
over his walking stick and call- 
ing out, “Here they come, boy, 
get do get down. See that 
bunch down there behind the 
trees. They are creeping up.” 

There would be just the two 
of us there in the woods, a man 
and a boy, hunting “relics” of an 
old war in which he had lived 
and in which I lived in a dream. 

Once his daughter said to my 
mother, “They are like two chil- 
dren together” and I recall think- 
ing that was a curious thing to 
say because Mr. Bean was a 
grown man who had ridden with 
Forrest ... and anyone who had 
ridden with Forrest was from 
Olympian heights and knew the 
real facts about Braxton Bragg 
and Jeff Davis. 


Forrest 


He had the old soldier’s gift 
for making himself an observer 
or a participant in most of the 


great events of the war. He 
claimed to have been present 
when Gen. Forrest and an aide 
rode directly to Bragg’s head- 
quarters and delivered &n historic 
rebuke, 

“He stood there, his face white 
and his body quivering,” said the 
old trooper, “and he shook his 
finger in Braxton Bragg’s face 
and he said to him, ‘Bragg,’ he 
said, ‘you have played the part 
of a coward and you are a cow- 
ard and a scoundrel, and if you 
were any part of a man I would 
knock you down here and now, 
and force you tq admit it’.” 

I¢can see old man Bean yet, 
acting the part of Forrest and 
then depicting Bragg, and a very 
craven Bragg he was, too. I don’t 
think now, Trooper Bean was 
present, but he may have been. 
Forrest’s chief surgeon, Dr. J. B. 
Cowan, was there and he left a 
vivid account of it. It is true to 
the one I heard as a boy and 
this is not strange, because all 
Forrest’s troops knew the story. 
Bragg was on Missionary Ridge 
at the time, having fumbled the 
chance to drive the Federals out 
of Chattanooga. 

Bragg went on to disaster and 
left a ragged army, from which 
thousands deserted, in quarters at 
Dalton, where Joe Johnston was 
to take over and begin the last 
chapter of the command.

Schools Eye 
Qutside Aid 
For Building 


BY BILL BORING 

The State Department of Educa- 
tion Monday launched a move to 
enlist private capital in the great- 
est school building program in 
Georgia’s history. 

The State Attorney General has 
been asked whether private capital 
legally can erect public school 
buildings in the State and in turn 
rent them to local school boards, 
much as an investor would build 
a store and rent it to business in- 
teresis. 

If the Attorney General’s answer 
is “yes,” the State Department of 
Education believes it will set off 
Georgia’s greatest school building 
program. 

J. I, Allman, Assistant State 
School Superintendent, believes 
that at least 300 new medium-sized 
school buildings would be erected 
under the plan. 

Approval also would mark the 
first time in Georgia that private 
enterprise has had the go-ahead 
to back Georgia’s school construc- 
tion program. 

The Attorney General’s decision 
will be based upon a situation in 
Union County, where in the past 
year virtually all County school 
facilities were destroyed by fire. 

Fire razed the County high 
school, consolidated elementary 
school and one of its finest rural 
schools. 

Already bonded up to its legal 
limit and lacking sufficient fund¢ 
for the purpose, the County is in 
no position to replace the build- 
ings. 

So School Superintendent Pat E. 
Helton and civic leaders have en- 
listed private individuals’ behind 
the building program. 


Under the plan several persons | fashion 


will erect the buildings and in 
turn lease them to the County 
School Board. 


The plan calls for a long-term 
lease, with a.fair return to the 
builders on the investment. Rentals 
will be applied toward the ulti- 
mate purchase of the buildings by 
the School Board. \

It was sus- 
pected that when baseball passed the law against the old 
expectoration pitch in 1920, it was gone forever. At the 
time it went out, the spitter was blamed for dawgoned 


hear everything from heat waves to tuberculosis. 

The idea of returning to the spitter has become so serious 
that even old moss-back Branch Rickey has hinted that it 
might be a right smart idea. You might have expected this of 
the man from Brooklyn some years ago, for he is of the old 
school in which you were punished if you didn’t hate the 
enemy and knock him down at the slightest provocation. How- 
ever, in recent seasons Rickey has bent over backward to 
subscribe to everything associated with the advanced science 
of baseball, i. e., the assembly line ‘training camp, the pitching 
machine, the platoon system, etc. 

Perhaps he, too, is at last tiring of late hours brought on by 
rag-tag ball games. 

No one can rightly say what has come over the ex-fine 
art of pitching. The pitchers say it’s the ball, and they have 
the support of an outfielder I talked to the other day. 

“IT ain’t saying it’s a rabbit ball,” he said, “but it don’t bounce 
no more. When it’s hit it takes ‘off on four iegs and it’s got a 
little white, fuzzy tail.”

' “It’s so lively, Bo,” said the great

Jachym, the newspaper said in| 
a front page story, will sell the 40 
percent interest in the American 
League Club which he and several 
others bought just six months ago.

When Jachym and his group 
bought the interest of the late 
George Richardson last December, 
Washington President Clark Grif- 
fith reportedly held no more than 
an equivalent 40 percent. Since 
then, Sports Editor Frank Hyde 
wrote, Griffith has bought up 
much of the remaining stock so 
that his control now is absolute. 
Jachym himself was not in 
Jamestown and could not be 
reached immediately for comment. 

In Washington, Griffith said 
he had “heard somebody was 
trying to buy the stock but I 
don’t know who it is.” 

The Jamestown story said H. 
Gabriel Murphy, a Washington 
insurance man, either is han- 
dling the deal or buying the in- 
terest himself. 

Murphy’s office in Washington 

said he was not available for com- 
ment. 
Meanwhile, said Hyde, Jachym’s 
group may be in one of the syndi- 
cates seeking to purchase the Phil- 
adelphia Athletics. 

He quoted an unidentified Phil- 
adelphia source as saying that one 
of the potential purchaser-groups 
supposedly was from New York. 

The Post-Journal said Jachym, 
a 32-year-old ex-Marine Corps 
captain, got tired of sitting around 
waiting for Griffith to take him 


now in his 30th year as head of 
the Senators, that cdnvinced 
Jachym he never would be a real 
part of the organization and 
prompted him to sell, the paper 
Said. 

“Developments to date,” said 
Hyde, “indicate the deal may be 
completed and announced tomor- 
row when the Senators... hold 
their board of directors meeting.”

-To Formosa Dilemma? 


The dilemma of Formosa is one that has 

brought disagreement in the top levels of 

‘our government. It will not be solved 
easily, nor to the satisfaction of all 


If this country moves in now to support 
Chiang Kai-shek in his last stand on For- 
mosa it will open us to the Communist pro- 

' paganda charge that simply to oppose 
Communism we are backing discredited 
leadtrs in which the people have lost faith. 

Yet, many military leaders believe, and 
with reason, that Formosa must remain in 
friendly hands because it is a necessary 
link in our Pacific defenses. 

We could, of course, take over the is- 
land ourselves and oust Chiang and his 
troops. But that, again, would _ bring 
charges of “imperialist aggression.” 

Would not the logical solution be to 
establish a United Nations trusteeship and 
turn Formosa back to the Formosans?

Russia’s “Terms 


Of Truce’ 


Russia regularly alternates aggression 
“with appeals for peace, always laying 
down terms which could not be accepted 
by the West and which, in the final analy- 
sis, are cynical propaganda meant to pre- 
serve the fiction that the Kremlin is inter- 
ested in a peaceful settlement. 

Such is the latest Soviet peace overture 
transmitted from Paris by International 
News Service Writer Kingsbury Smith. 

Russia says she will be willing to come 
to a settlement if the United States quits 
helping rearm Western Europe; if the ru- 
ble is accepted as the basic currency for 
Chinese foreign trade; if she is permitted 
-to participate in a peace treaty with Ja- 

pan; if the atomic bomb is outlawed and if 
Chinese Communists are allowed to take 
over the United Nations seats now occu- 
pied by representatives of Chiang Kai- 
 shek. 
Each of these demands would further

Not only that, but the Com- 
mittee might find fertile new tax sources 
in co-operatives and charitable trusts 
which have been springing up in abun- 
dance since the comparatively recent ad- 
vent of high Federal tax rates. If the Com- 
mittee searches diligently it might find 
enough new tax sources to go far in off- 
setting losses encountered by the projected 
excise tax cuts. .

Russia’s ambition to rule the world. By 
the same degree, a¢éceptance would weaken 
the West’s defense. 

Russia, for instance, is building.a big 
East German army and is rushing comple- 
tion of airports and other military installa- 
tions there. Without our help, Western 
Europe cannot protect herself against in- 
vasion. Our withdrawal not only would 
make invasion easier if and when Russia 
contemplates it, but it would also disrupt 
the Western co-operation which has been 
highly successful in countering Soviet 
moves. 


As for the atomic bomb, this country 
and other democratic nations long since 
have agreed, in the United Nations, to in- 
ternational control and international in- 
spection. But Russia consistently has re- 
fused. Wil! she now permit that sort of 
inspection? She will not. The Kremlin’s 
“terms of truce” are nothing but the usual 
soviet duplicity. 

Until Russia’s determination to rule 
the world is replaced it will be dangerous 
to accept any terms which cannot be en- 
forced by strength. Certainly we shall 
accept none which, as do these, merely 
strengthen the Soviet hand while weaken- 
ing our own.

Erroneous Charge 


About Hospitals 


We recently frowned upon Former Acting 

Governor Thompson denouncing Gov. Talmadge 

for issuing 50-cent old-age pension checks. We 

pointed out that Thompson also issued such small checks, and 

we didn’t think political candidates should be demagogic about 

welfare benefits when we believed that any of them would do all 

he can for the needy. Today, we think it is time to call the hand 

of another gubernatorial candidate—the incumbent Governor— 
on one of his statements. 


Governor Talmadge is rightfully proud of his outstanding rec- 
ord in building rural hospitals. But he lets his enthusiasm run 
away with him when he erroneouSly shouts to his audiences: “My 
administration did all this after the previous administration hadn’t 
turned its hand to do anything.” He says Thompson made no move 
to get federal funds. That is poppycock. 

Federal funds were available when Georgia had no real gov- 
ernor. Herman Talmadge and M. E. Thompson both were claim- 
ing the office. The Legislature was controlled by Talmadge, who 
sat at the Governor’s desk. Thompson never had a General: As- 
sembly during the time he was Acting Governor. Had he called 
a special session, he would have been inviting his enemies to come 
to Atlanta and embarrass him at a time when Talmadge was con- 
ducting a long campaign for Governor. 


Thompson could not put up $3,000,000 
for Georgia to bring federal hospital 
funds here—because a Governor has no power to make new ap- 
propriations. He did all he could do, however. Under his admin- 
istration, the late John Ransom, nationally recognized hospital 
expert, was employed. Detailed surveys on hospital needs were 
made, and priorities were approved for placing the hospitals to 
be built. Thompson urged local communities to put up funds to 
match federal money, saying he would ask the next Legislature 
to reimburse them. Had Thompson been elected in 1948, he would 
have carried on the hospital program which his administration 
launched. It is not true to charge that Thompson “didn’t turn his 
hand” to inaugurate a hospital building program. 

As in welfare, we trust that this fine rural hospital building 
program—which has the honest support of both Talmadge and 
Thompson—won’t become mired into politics like highway building 
has. We heard Governor Talmadge tell audiences: “It gives me 
great pleasure to announce that your county will get a $200,000 
health center very soon.” It is within his right to claim credit for 
this and to make these announcements—but we hope politics never 
have any influence on where hospitals are placed. Thompson told

a Dublin audience that “When I am Governor, you will get a 


hospital if you want one.” We hope he already has studied the 
need for a hospital at Dublin, and was not merely speaking from a 
political need. 


Fulton Ignored The lack of influence of Fulton County 
voters under the County Unit System is 
being forcibly emphasized this year by the two major gubernatorial 
‘candidates. Neither Talmadge nor Thompson plan to appeal on 
the stump in this six-unit county. Fulton will give its votes to 
Thompson. Talmadge is spending his time elsewhere, and Thomp- 
son talks four times in a two-unit county while passing up Fulton. 
Also ignored this year are Chatham and Richmond counties, 
both six-unit counties. Talmadge is speaking in Muscogee and 
DeKalb. Thompson is speaking in Muscogee, but not in DeKalb. 
Both candidates are speaking for votes in Bibb and Troup coun- 
ties, the other two six-unit counties. 
While both candidates put on weekly radio programs here, 
it is doubtful if the six-unit counties over the state have been as 
ignored by gubernatorial candidates as they are this year.

Because 
of the bill’s complexity it is hard, too, to make 
an issue over it. 


But the group in the Senate somehow did, and 
the President took the cue. From these battles 
emerges an increasingly interesting figure, Sena- 
tor Paul Douglas (Dem., i].), who was a leader 
in the fights against both measures. 


He preved himself mest effective in mak- 
ing a case to stir public interest, diligent, 
clear-headed, clear-spokén—also amiable and 
soft-spoken, which is a great help in dealing 
with other Senators, 


In his veto of the pricing bill in a concilia- 
tory message, the President took special pains 
to make Senator O’Mahoney and other of his 
supporters who differed with him off the hook 
by saying that the bill’s sponsors intended to pro- 
tect fair competition and prevent monopoly by 
clarifying the Supreme Court’s decision in the 
cement case but that, excuse him, it confused 
rather than clarified after it had got through 


Congress. 


It should not, and cannot be overlooked, that 
Democratic votes put over both measures and sent 
them to the White House, and that, conversely, 
some Republicans were on the side eventually 
taken by the President in his vetoes. From that 
standpoint, they offer no clear-cut issue for the 
party as a whole, though the President’s vetoes 
give him a personal record as President and party 
leader for campaign purposes.

I guess I'm dumb, I can’t see the difference be- 
tween putting $2 on the nose of a filly you can 
see in front of you and one in aarace a couple 
of hundred miles away. 


What I mean is that I rolled out te Mary- 
land the other evening for the final session of 
the harness races at Rosecroft. The scenery 
was pretty and se were the horses, while the 
breeze was soft, and the food in the clubhouse 
superb. 


The jockeys in these races mostly were old 
geezers in striped stain jackets and gold-rimmed 
eyeglasses; one of them sported a small white 
goatee. They rode in two-wheeled carts called 
sulkies and each one had a superb view of his 
own horse's tail. 


The general atmosphere was rural and kind 
of homey and I’m certainly not complaining; 
I'm just amazed at Congress’ campaign against 
bookmakers, is all. The clubhouse was jammed 
with sportsmen like myself. At the next table 
sat a U. S. Senator, who stands four square 
against bookmaking, which he considers a crime. 


He ordered up a sirloin steak, which cost 
him $3.50 without trimmings and he obviously 
enjoyed it thoroughly.

NEW YORK—Haven’t heard much lately from 
the pinks and the sincere liberals who once went 
in for heavy breast-beating in behalf of the so- 

called “sanctity of the scientist.” Where are they, now that the 
arrests and confessions are coming in? 

They once liked to say, from their platforms and printing 
presses, that the FBI and the Army’s sleuthing force working for 
Gen. Leslie R. Groves were a lot of Fascist dastards who wanted 
to see the poor atomic scientist muzzled and chained in his lab. 

They raised particular hell when somebody in the old Man- 
hattan district project, which created the bomb, blew a whistle 
at Henry Wallace’s friend, Dr. Edward U. Condon, still head of 
the National Bureau of Standards, just as the talkative Condon 
was about to take off for a scientific conference in Russia. 


Hail Fellows They hailed their fellows like Norman Cor- 
win, intoning semi-incoherent blank verse 
on the radio; Norman Cousins, writing shrilly indignant pieces 
for the Saturday Review of Literature, and Herbert Block, of 
the Washington Post, drawing devastating pictures about any- 
body who suggested that maybe it would be wise to keep an 
eye on the absentminded nuclear professors and their helpers. 
Haven’t heard much from the boys since that fellow Fuchs 
was nailed by the FBI and it was discovered that he had given 
away so much to the only imperialistic force on earth, Russia, that 
Mr. Truman, who cee Alger Hiss, was so sorely alarmed he 
said so publicly. 

Haven't heard much lately from Dr. Harold Urey of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, since Fuchs began to “sing” and name the 
traitor Gold and the other U. S. scientists and technicians who 
helped him sell us out.

Deep South Georgia 


Coming to Livestock 


People are always surprised when they hear 

for the first time that Florida is next to Texas 

Be Sy Sg in the number of cattle it has within its borders. 
They om don’t think of Florida as a great cattle country. But it is. 


The same goes for deep South Georgia. We don’t usually 
think of the piney woods section of Georgia as capable of pro- 
ducing great numbers of good cattle. We recall it if at all as the 
place where the scrub cattle ran out over the public highways and 
got in the motorist’s path. If this is our idea of deep South Geor- 
gia, we haven't kept up with what is going on there. 


Loo Despite our criticism gf the kind of 
They k Well cattle and the loose way in which they 


were cared for, we have always had to admit that the cattle looked 
well. That is, for the class of cattle being raised they appeared to 
be reasonably fat. Even on that wire grass that looked so tough 
and unpalatable. Of course they didn’t look their best in winter 
but even then they looked as well as our Piedmont cattle being 
roughed through on switch cane and honeysuckle vine. 

While we have been learning about fescue grass and ladino 
clover up in the Piedmont and in the mountains and in the upper 
Coastal Plain, the piney woods farmers have beefi learning about 
Coastal Bermuda grass, crotalaria, intermedia, sweet lupine, hairy* 
indigo, Johnson grass. It’s beginning to be evident, too, they can 
use crimson clover, white dutch clover, Ky. 31 fescue, lappa clover, 
bahia grass, and even herd’s grass. 

Given proper fertilization and. a good seed-bed these various 
pasture plants grow well. The growing season is much longer 
than our Piedmont season and the winters are milder. The 
sandy soils permit grazing without injury to them through the 
trampling of livestock. 

Insects are bad, but they can be controlled by spraying. 
too, must spray our cattle for we are troubled with screw worms 
in the Piedmont as much as they are here. It is just as laborious 
and as costly to spray for a few insects as for lots of insects. All 

cattle must be inspected daily for screw worms from the Piedmont 
on South if we are to avoid losses from this dangerous insect. 


There are more dangerous snakes 
in the piney woods section than else- 


where in Georgia, but not many cattle are lost through their bites.

at Last in Japan 


IN FLIGHT TO TOKYO—And now comes Anchorage, Alaska, smoky frontier 


city nestled in its cup of hills. 


Over and beside us as we slope in to land buzz the 


fierce little jet fighter planes of the Alaska Air Command, swift-winging dragon- 

flies with green, red and yellow noses. When I was here last, it was in the heart 

of Winter, and the sprawling town lay under a blanket of sooty snow in 20-below- 

; zero cold. Now the snow is gone from all but the far-off high peaks, and the 

rer ait air of early Summer is warm and pleasant. From here we take off soon to fly 1,456 miles down 

the cloudy Aleutian chain. This is the season of the great fogs, and though we fly in smooth, bright 
weather at 6,000 feet, below is a blanket of cloud that obscures everything. 


In future time, if anybody should ask me do 
I know the Aleutians, I will, of course, say, “Yas, 
yas, know ’em well. Flew the chain in June of 
1950.” And then I will talk about the seals sun- 
ning on the rocks of the Pribiloffs, and how old 
lliama, the volcano, saluted us with fire and 
smoke as we passed. 


But the truth is, though we fly in what 
seems to be perpetual daylight, I have seen 
nothing but cloud, with only an occasional 
glimpse below of a gray and wrinkled sea. 
In all the long hours aloft the only land we 
see is the aleah rock called Shemya, lying 
between Attu and Adah, of unhappy memory 
for many a Marine. 


We land there, to fill the tanks with gas and 
fill the passengers with tea and sandwiches and 
fruit cocktail.. Shemya is a ghost island. All 
over it are the huts and buildings of a once great 
air base, but their doors now are swinging open 
to the chilly wind. There are only a handful 
of people here now—50-odd Northwest Airlines 
employees, who service the planes, and a few Air 
Force personnel who keep the field operating. It 
looks like the uttermost reaches of a dead and 
forgotten world. 

We stay on Shemya only briefly, for head- 
winds have slowed us, and we are running late. 
And now, at last after 18 hours of daylight, night 
begins to fall, and we poke our nose into the fog 
toward Tokyo, 2,046 nonstop miles ahead. 

We go lightly loaded, so far as human cargo 
is concerned. They have taken out half the seats, 
and there is plenty of leg room now. And soon 
the reading lights wink out, and in the dark plane 
men and women kick their shoes off and stretch 
out in the soft chairs to fitfully sleep the long 
night away. They are an interesting group, on 
the whole. There is Hollington Tong, the famous 
Chinese newspaper correspondent, going back to 
Tokyo after a three-month sweep around the 
world. He sleeps like a happy Buddha, his hands 
folded over his middle, a bland smile on his face. 
There is a thin, austere, elderly lady who sleeps 
sitting up straight, who refused a cocktail before 
dinner and looked as if she strongly disapproved 
its being offered. She is a teacher at a girls’ 
school in Kansas, going out to Seone, Korea, to 
teach at a girls’ school there, on an exchange 
professorship. 

And there is a very pretty lady with coppery

hair, flying from Reno, where she got a divorce 
from her wealthy Filipino husband, to Tokyo, 
where she will be married again to an American 
businessman. She is an Argentinian, born in 
Buenos Aires of a Hungarian father and Swiss 
mother. Educated in Paris, she has lived all over 
the world, but she looks forward eagerly to the 
time, two years from now, when she can leave 
the East forever to live in the United States. . 


And there is the usual collection of tough and 
leathery men, the engineers and straw bosses of 
the great construction firms who are building 
domes and bridges and highways and power 
plants around the world. And who know more 
about what goes on in the East, how strong gov- 
ernments are, and how honest, than many a 
smoother, more highly educated analyst of the 
State Department. 


And there is one confused young man who 
has just discovered that the day we lost as 
we crossed the date line east of Shemya was 
Friday, June 9, and Friday, June 9, was his 
‘birthday. So now, he figures he will never 
be 19 years old. 


The plane begins its slow drop now, still in 
thick fog. Japan is below us, the green fields, 
the tiny clustered houses, the canals and myriad , 
streams, but we catch only ghostly glimpses, | 
through the mist, of the land below. The clouds | 
hang too low for our pilot to go in unaided. 
Below the radars of the Ground Control approach 
watch us as we come in, and the man on the 
ground “talks us down.” The plane swings hard 
left, then hard right, according to instructions. 


And suddenly there is water below, and green 
grass, and the wheels touch gently on the field, at 
Honeda Airbase. We step off into a driving rain. 
Here at last is Tokyo, and home is 7,000 miles 
away. But Maj. Valco Lyle is there to meet ime, 
old school chum at the University of Geongia, 
and one-time sports reporter on The Jourmal. 
And the room I drew at the old Dai Iti is just 
one door down the hall from the one I had when 
I came in here with the occupation troops at the 
time of the Jap surrender. 


And by the time I got into one of those tiny 
little tile tubs, made for the bathing of legless 
midgets, I was beginning to feel pretty much at 
home again, in Japan. ‘.

Not so lucky are those brought before one of 
the regular courts in which professional judges 
have been supplemented by 36,000 Communist- 
indoctrinated “People’s Judges.” 


Sad indeed is the plight of these whe 
merely are left to rot in prison. In one large 
cell in Pankrac Prison a few weeks ago there 
were about 20 men who had been there six 
months and never once had been taken out 
for interrogation. 


In justice it must be said that the Czechoslovak 
policemen are rarely brutal. But I know or know 
of persons who have been beaten, persons who 
have been questioned for 24 hours at a time, 
much of the time under strong lights where the 
sound of other persons being beaten in the next 
room could be heard. 


In Brno, capital of Moravia, the government 
is now building Czechoslovakia’s largest prison. 
New labor camps also are being prepared, pre- 
sumably to accommodate the victims of another 
roundup, such as that of last Autumn, when 
10,000 members of the Czechoslovak bourgeoisie 
were taken. 

If the Communists bother to justify the price 
of their operations at all, they explain it is part 
of the class warfare of the Communist revolu- 
tion that is being fulfilled. 

Perhaps the most dramatic aspect of the 
situation has been the subjection of the Roman 
Catholic church to temporal power. Until last 
Autumn the church ‘provided the spiritual leader- 
ship of the country’s anti-Communist elements, 

Last year the bishops and their clergymen 
still spoke their minds in sermons, pastoral let- 
ters and circulars. This year they are silent. 
They have been deprived of the press and the 
schools, of the right to meet together of issue 
statements except by Government permission.

Bust Normalizing Routine 


(Editor’s Note: In answer to many requests, Ida Jean Kain 
has written a trio of columns dealing with problems of the bust— 


the first appears today.) 


The Venus de Milo, considered by many to be the most 
beautiful of all statues, was famous for her womanly 
curves. It is recorded that her chest measured 33 inches, 
and her bust 37 inches. While figures have streamlined 
since Venus’ day, fashion has swung around to feminine 
curves on the classical order. Women seem to be more 
concerned with improvement of this measurement than 
any other. They desire this one touch of Venus. 


The usual inquiries are: Will 
diet help to reduce the overly 
large bust; will losing weight 
cause a normal size bust to be- 
come too small; ‘what can be 
done to lift and firm a sagging 
contour; and is there any help 
for the flat-chested girl? A 
trio of articles will answer all 
questions. 

First, it is important to under- 
stand that feminine curves are 
primarily dependent upon 
glandular functioning, and that 


—fashion design to the contrary 
—there can be no one arbitrary 
standard for this part of the fig- 
ure. Normally the bust may be 
fully developed and rounded: or 
the contour may be broad and 


‘flat, or small and pointed. With- 
in this range, however, are in-. 


numerable variations, for this 
part of the figure, perhaps more 
than any other, is influenced by 
general health, weight, muscle 
tone and posture. 

With the overly large bust, 
the trouble is almost always 
general overweight. These tis- 
sues are particularly susceptible 
to fatty deposits. The only way 
the excessively large bust can 
be reduced in size is by reducing 
the weight generally. However, 
special exercises should supple- 
ment the diet in order to restore 
tone to the supporting muscles. 

Now to answer the question: 
Will a reducing diet decrease a 
bust measurement that is nor- 
mal size? No, for a diet cannot 
reduce fat that is not deposited 
there. But it is well to recog- 
nize that anything that lowers 
vitality will effect this meas- 
urement adversely, such as a 
too quick loss in weight, drastic 
reducing below normal, or re- 


ducing on an inadequate diet. 

For proof of what a perfect 
reducing program can do to 
beautify this part of the figure, 
recall our model of a few years 


back who reduced 20 excess 


pounds. She was eager to re- 
duce, but specified she did not 
want to lose through the bust 
measurement. At 145 pounds, 
her bust measured 37 inches, 
and after reducing to her nor- 
mal weight of 125 pounds, the 
bust measured 36 Inches which 


was perfect for her. With ton- 
ing exercises, the position and 
contour of the bust were im- 
proved. The inch was lost not 
from the bust itself, but from 
the roll of fat under the arms. 

It is only when the bust is 
overly large due to fatty depos- 
it, that a protective diet will 
lessen the size of this measure- 
ment. 

Tomorrow we'll take up the 
role of exercise, and the follow- 
ing day the problem of the flat- 
chested girl.

Art of Salad Making 


Is Basic Technique 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD 
Constitution Home Economics Editor 
There are almost limitless ways to combine all the 
mineral and vitamin-rich foods which are eaten in salad 
form. From a nutritional standpoint and because salads 
are such colorful and attractive foods by themselves, they 
are becoming more and more important in the daily menu 


picture. 

Salads are almost invariably 
included in luncheon, dinner, 
and party menus. They may be 
planned to serve: 


1. As a first course appetizer 
or aS an accompaniment salad 
to go with the main course. 

2. As a “main dish” salad to 
be a meal by itself. 

3. As a dessert or party salad. 

The principles of salad prep- 
aration outlined here are always 
applicable and should be learned 
as basic techniques. 

GREENS FOR THE BASE OF 
THE SALAD 

For the right beginning, use 
only fresh, crisp greens. As 
soon as they are brought into 
the kitchen, wash them thor- 
oughly, and drain on a wire 
rack, paper towels or pat dry 
with a soft towel. Store in re- 
frigerator in a vegetable crisper 
or a plastic bag to chill and 
crisp. Buy whichever greens 
are in season and when possible, 
keep a variety on hand. Ice- 
berg, Boston and leaf lettuce, 
endive, escarole, romaine, chic- 
ory, tender spinach and cabbage 
leaves, and watercress are all 
excellent salad greens. 

THE HEART OF THE SALAD 

Here are some easy-to-re- 
member salad tips for making 
the main part of the salad if it 
is not possible to be a tossed 
salad. 


1. Combine or arrange salads 
just before serving for a fresh 
crisp appearance. 

2. Always chill vegetables and 
fruits and drain them thorough- 
ly before combining for salads. 
Drain on paper towels or in a 
sieve. 

3. Arrange any salad on a 
chilled plate in an uncluttered 
manner, keeping it as simple as 
possible. 

4. Watch for color, texture, 
and flavor variety when com- 
bining salad ingredients. 

5. Cooked meats may be cut 
several hours in advance of serv- 
ing if the slices are tightly 
wrapped in waxed paper and 
stored in the refrigerator. 

6. Cube, sliver, or slice tongue, 
veal, chicken, ham and corned 
beef and add to tossed greens, 
potato, macaroni, and cabbage 
salads. Chill meats thoroughly 
for easy slicing. 

TOPPING AND GARNISHING 
THE SALAD 


Contrast in texture, flavor, 
and color is also important when 
choosing salad dressings, top- 
pings, and garnishes. Com- 
mercially prepared mayonnaise, 
cooked salad dressings, and 
several types of French dress- 
ings are available. Or, make 
these same ones at home. Serve 
the dressing with the salad or 
pass it separately at the table.
